today. There were early Indications 
that anv such course would be stub- 
bornly fought by the Park's element 
and Samuel Parks* said before he led 
his dolcgation into the convention this 
morning. 


"Our acts yesterdaj, were proper, 


and they will stand. If President Buoh 
anan refuses to abide by them, the 
convention will go on without him " 


It had been stated that J W Keller 


a member of local union No. 2, of 
New York, would be expelled from the 
union for refusing to vote yea, to un- 
seat Bropy, and when this action was 
taken, he would no longer be entitled 
to sit in the.convention. Mr. Parks 
is credited with having sent the New
